Two Types of Counterpoise De­ 
scribed— Energy Losses Min­ 
imized by Proper Location. 


It lins bern stated in previous a r­ 
ticles that an antenna system consists 
of a so-called aerial and a ground. In 
certain forms the ground is also known 
as a counterpoise. 
Sometimes a counterpoise is made 
up in a form similar to the aerial and 
is suspended beneath it. To a certain 
extent this is true of the counterpoise 
used on airplanes, which is made up 
of all the metal parts of the plane. 
When the eartli Is dry or rocky, and 
consequently a poor conductor of elec­ 
tricity. a counterpoise consisting of a 
network of wires is laid on the ground 
and directly underneath the horizontal 
part of the antenna. If It is desired to 
install this form of counterpoise the 
metallic surface of the counterpoise 
must la* at least equal to that of an­ 
tenna. 
and 
for 
efficient 
operation, 
should even lie greater than the an­ 
tenna surface. 
Also tile resistance of 
tho counterpoise should he made as 
low as possible in order to eliminate 
tile losses that otherwise would take 
place In it. A counterpoise’of the form 
described is illustrated in Figure 14. 
When the ground underneath an 
antenna is a good conductor, that is to 
say, is soft and moist, the earth itself 


experiment it has been found that the 
received energy is the same for a 
single wire as for a multi-wire anten­ 
na. unless the spacing between the 
wires is very great. 
The greatest ad­ 
vantage of a single-wlre antenna Is 
mechanical. 
It I* much simpler to 
erect, due to the absence of spreaders, 
and it will withstand severe storms 
which would tear down a multi*wire 
antenna with the same supports. 
Not ail the energy induced In a re­ 
ceiving antenna by the wave produced 
by the transm itting station is useful. 
Fart of the energy is reradiated, part 
Is lost due to the resistance of the an­ 
tenna conductors, part is lost due to 
the eddy currents produced In neigh­ 
boring non-conducting material, and 
part is lost by leakage around the an­ 
tenna Insulators. 
AH of these losses 
can be reduced to a minimum by prop­ 
erly locating and erecting an antenna, 
The losses due to eddy currents can 
ho reduced by erecting the antenna 
so that It will not ho near any objects 
such as houses, barns, trees, etc. The 
resistance loss can he reduced by us- 
iug a heavy conductor of low high- 
frequency resistance, such as stranded 
phosphor bronze cable, 
flood, long 
insulators 
with 
plenty 
of 
surface 
c re e p a g e distance will minimize In­ 
sulator leakage. 
Just as much care 
should be taken in bringing in the 
lead-in as in erecting Hie antenna. 
Don’t run the lead-in close to a wail 
for any great distance. 
It is always desirable to have an 
antenna just as high as possible, not 
only to receive the maximum amount 
of energy, but also to prevent shield­ 
ing.
